The  Business  Office  Education  Program  is  a  com- 
bined study  and  on-the-job  training  program  designed 
to  improve  the  efficiency  of  students  in  clerical  oc- 
cupations. A  mutually  planned  working  arrangement 
between  school  and  employer  allows  the  student  to 
work  fifteen  hours  per  week  as  he  receives  classes  re- 
lated to  his  work  and  credit  toward  graduation. 

The  Occupational  Training  Program  in  Home  Ec- 
onomics is  also  a  study-and  on-the-job  training  pro- 
gram aimed  at  training  students  for  occupations  such 
as  child -care  assistants,  food  service  workers,  clothing 
service,  companions  to  the  elderly,  house-keeping 
aides,  etc.  These  students  must  also  work  a  mini- 
mum of  fifteen  hours  a  week  (at  least  50%  during 
school  hours)  for  which  they  receive  minimum  pay. 
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Four  different  bowling  club  groups  met  during 
activity  periods  this  year.  The  Monday,  Wednes- 
day, and  Friday  groups  were  sponsored  by  Mr. 
Leistner,  and  the  Thursday  group  by  Mr.  Huser. 
The  purpose  of  the  club  is  to  develop  students' 
prowess  in  bowling  and  to  find  enjoyment  and 
relaxation  through  bowling.
